These figures are
based upon information received from
several hundred planters and mer-
ehants scattered about over the cot-
ton-growing States. With respect to
the nmournt of cotton produced in ench
State the showing is as follows; Ala-
bama, 1,109,000 bales; Arkansas, 852,-
000 bales; I'lorida, 66,000 bales :
Georgia, 1,430,000 bales; Louisiana,
703,000 bales; Mississippi, 1,379,000
bales; North Carolina, 594,000 bales;
#outh Carolina, 875,000 bales; Ten-
nessee, 395,000 bales, and Texas, 2,-
785,000 bales. Up to date 5,178,084
bales of the cotton crop of 1897 have
been marketed. As cempared with
the figures for the corrosponding
months of preceding years the bulle-
tin sent out by Messrs. Latham, Alex~
ander & Co., shows that 4,966,013
bales were marketed up to the same
time in 1806; 3,742,476 bales up to
the same time in 1895 and 5,250,954
up to the same time in 1894,

Y prominently eonnccted with the
e would have little to say concera-
ing the action of the Fall River mean-
ufacturers in voting to reduce wages,
beginning January 1. The treasurer
of one of the Fall River mills, who
was willing to discuss the matter, gaid
he regarded this cut as the beginning
of a sericus time, notonly for the Fall
Hiver print mills, but for all the cot-
ton miflu in New England. The key
to the whole situation, he said, is the
relative eheapness of Southern iabor,
which could not be better shown than
by the fact that it cost the same mill
in Georgia or North Carolina 3} cents
to produce a pound of material and in
New Fogland six-cents.

With this fact in mind it is evident
that the cut of 10 per gent. is net go-
ing to help matters much, and the on-
ly thing that will do any good at pres-
ent will bo a radical cut of say 20 or
25 per cent. This would inevitably
bring on a strike, but with a cut of 10
or 11 per cent., he says, there would
be little likelihood of a strike, as the
operatives are well acquainted with
the conditions and know that s reduo-
tion of some kind is necessary. Even
this would still leave a difference of
about 25 per cent. in the cost of labor
in favor of Southern mills, too great a
giﬁerenae to struggle againsi suaeose-

ally.

in the first Elace, says this treas-
urer, the Southern mills have every
naturs! advantags, they have cheaper
eotton and less burdensome taxation.
Some of the big mills in Fall River
for instance; have a yearly payment of
$10,000, $15,000 and even $20,000 in
taxes to make, whereas in Georgiaand
North Carclina the mills are in inany
instances exempted from taxation for
ten or twelve years.

It is in labor, however, the great
difference lies, according to the official
quoted, for the labor in the South is
as good as it is here, and, taken as a
whole, is about 33 per cent. cheaperd
The Southern laborers have had about
ten years' training in mills started hy
experienced cotton manufaoturers, and
attend aos many machines and turn
out just as good work as operatives in
the best New England mills. j

Another great advantage the South-
ern mills have is not being hampered
by legislation. In Massachusetts the
hours of laborers are limited to fifty-
eight a week, while in the South they
are unlimited,

The only hope for the New England
mills, according to the speaker, is
either in the improvement in the print
cloth market or in 2 general evening-
up of conditions between the North
and South.

A Bungling Execution.

Darvrinarox, December 10.-—John
Wright, colored, convicted at the Oc-
tober term of the murder of Clarence
Byrd, white, was hanged here to-day.
Fxtenuating ecircumstances induced
many influential citizens from all see-
tions, of the County to petition Gov-
ernor Ellerbe for commutation of sen-
tenco, but all efforts failed. Wright's
attoruey, R. L. Dargan, did all that
oould be doue to save him. Several
trips were made to Columbia in behalf
of the culprit, and three or four tele-
grams were sent this morning, but all
efforts Yailed.
